including passengers and crew, foundered 
off Clio coast of Mexico Monday. Four- 
teen passengers and flvo members of the 
crow reached Mauzauilln, Mexico, yes- 
torclny and gave tlio first information of 
tbo vessel's lute. 
Whether tho remainder 


of the passengers and crew escaped iu 
small boats or wont down is not known. 
Definite but mcngro information of tlio 
disaster was received at midnight last 
night by tho officers ol tho company. 


Tho Merchants Exchange received a 


dispatch from Marizanillo stating that 
tho steamer ColUmn. was n total loss- 
One hundred and sixty passengers ami 
tho orow wore, lost mid only 21 were 
saved. 
Much bullion was lost.

There was no water 
iu thcMungs or stomach,the heart was not 
distended and there was no sand found 
in the body as would have been tho case 
had it bean in the water sinco May -1. 
Tho wound on tho hand, they say, is 
evidence that lie w.is struck and ren- 
dered senseless or perhaps killed. 


Of course there is a possibility that if 


tho deceased committed suicide ho might 
have struck sonio object when jumping 
into tho water which rendered uncon- 
sciousness, but tills could hardly occur 
in one iusMinco of like character, out of 
a thousand. 


If ho was murdered for money or valu- 


ables tlio murderer got nothing and iC he 
committed suicide it was cortainly bo- 
causo of his unhappy horuo surroundings. 
Tho police claim that thoro flio othor 
| feasible reasons why they have a right to 


suppose that murder has been committed. 
The brothers and cthor relatives cf tho 
deceased are one and all quite confidant 
that the man was murdered and say there 
was a motivo In gottiug him out of tho 
way, but what that motive was they will 
not state. 


In tho meantime tho polico officers 


and Coroner Strlpplo aro securing evi- 
dence aud will call a number of promi- 
nent witnesses to tbo stand on Friday 
when the inquest- is resumed.

boon to so frame a constitution that no 
preference or advantage would bo allowed 
to Mormonism in public affairs, to guar- 
antee porfect religions freedom aud im- 
munity from sectarian control. 
As a 


result Utah promises to bo free from all 
religious outangleracuts and school squab- 


bles. 


A most interesting foatnro too, is that

aro to oujoy thu full right of suffrage, as 
tho constitution provides that the right 
to vote and hold office "shall not bo 
denied or abridged ou account of sex." 
It is said tho only opposition to the exten- 
sion of suffrnau to women was that iu 
Mormon families women aio tho more 
numerous and their votes might bo abso- 
lutely under tho control of tho family 
head and constituto an important factor 
iu Mormon strength.

conducted, as many persons beliovo, upon 
haphazard principles. It is, on the con- 
trary, thoroughly syftcma.r,i?,od. The raon 
with Iho pushcarts i'!o not own cither their 
vehicles or tho wares they sell. 
They are 


commission merchants upon a limited 
senlu. 
Tho goods are consigned to thorn, 


and they tcturu tho proceeds of the sales, 
leas tho commission, to thcii: principals in 
much ths scjno :nac:;er as do the inilliou- 
aire city goods men of Worth street. 


Of course, there Is some difference be- 


tween tho merchant of Worth street and 
the fakir of Ann street. It is one of de- 
gree, huwcvor, more Chan ol 
1 nature.

comparison Is made to c&ll attention to 
the fact that faking is a thoroughly rcgu- 
latccl industry, conducted in n systematic 
niunuor, upon business methods.

kirs,''two or three of whom practically 
control tho business in NJW York, describe 
themselves as "dealers iu i-i.reot novelties." 


If one happens to be iu thu vicinity of 


Ana street and Broadway any night in the 
year a:)d 'chances to turn in to inspect 
Theater alley, he will find anywhere fro;n 
5U tp 100 pushcarts, bearing the label, 
"Licensed Vender." 
The 
majority of 


thoni, licenses and all, are part of t.he stock 
In irailo of tho "boss fakirs." When it ho- 
conies necessary to throw out a greater 
number of men then there aro carts, dur- 
ing the holiday season or before the Fourth 
of July,for instance, the "boss fakirs" aro 
ablii to hire additional carts, and licenses, 
too, in Baxter street. The renting of such 
property, ii scums, is ono of the peculiar 
irregular industries of the city. The Bai- 
ter street, Italiansreceivo 25 ccntsa (lay for 
tho rental oC surplus carts and venders' 
licenses. 


While tho carts area necessary article In 


street fakinjT, tho goods to be .sold arc, at 
course, tbuall important factors.

of the large notion bonnes or ''doparuiiei'.t 
store" houses and clea-o up the job iotsacd 
sample lots. 


This operation Is tempered with judg- 


ment. It' the goods arc seasonable, they 
nro at once- placed on the carts and sold. 
If they are not adapted'for immediate uses, 
they are carefully assorted. The "boss 
fakir" is a keoti one and never attempts 
to sell firecrackers, straw huts mid palm 
leaf fans in January, nor will ho put out 
his china dolls, Noah's arks, Christmas 
books and papier macho Santa Clauses in 
,1ulv. 
Then, too, iu looking over his pur- 


chases ho may iir.d some choice goods—a 
dress pattern of silk, or a cartou of ur.dor- 
wttar, or something of real value. These, 
tho chances are, he will fiell to another 
specialist in the city, a, man who follows 
another odd and systematic calling—the 
denier in peddlers' supplies. 


Tho "street fakirs" who nro employed 


by tliD "boss fakirs" aro corralled mainly 
in the Bowery lodging houses, As a gon- 
crul thing they do not make any deposit 
for (heir goods. 
They aro consigned to 


them on trust, and though it is undeni- 
ably true that many of them are hard 
characters it is a, ruro occasion, that they 
do not turn up to render an account of 
tbclr sales. 
Tho "boss fakir" always 


counts upon securing tho return of his 
original outlay and a profit besides. 
This 


prnflr, ho shares with tho street fakir in 
equal parts, deducting, however, 25 cents 
a day for the use o£ tho pushcart. 


Tho profits on street novelties vary 


widely. Sometimes a huckster makes as 
high as ?10 or $12 a dny. Again it may bo 
but a dollar or two, and sometimes tho 
"boss fakir" has to advance a small 
amount to carry his salesman over the 
night. If tbo return has been considerable 
—$10 or $12—tho "street fakir" sets about 
spending it in tho Bowery dives. He won't 
work again ijatil reduced to his last oeat 
—that is, as a, rule.—Xew York Herald.

A record of tho consumption, of tobacco 


from 1S61 up to the present time, of tea, 
coffee, cocoa and chicory, of alcoholic bev- 
erages and of tobicco, compared with tho 
increase cf population, should be of inter- 
est to all classes. Tho most striking fea- 
ture In the record which has boen recently 
issued, and which has been ordered by th« 
h-juao of connpons to be printad, Is that 
wti-lo an enormous increase in the con- 
sumption of tea, coffee, etc., has taken 
place there hus been a steady diminution 
in the consumption of both beer and spir- 
its. 
Betwe&u 1861 and 1862 the total con- 


sumption ot tea, etc., was 120,006,000 
pounds. It then steadily rose until in 1S93 
it stood at 285,01/0,000 poun'ds. In tlm 
same period the population increased tioa 
3b.000.B90 to 35,500,000, so that, while in 
iSSl the consumption of tea, etc., par head 
was 4.36 pounds, in 1893 it was 8.90 
pounds. In regard to wines and spirits, 
the consumption In 1861 was equal to 85,- 
000,000 gallons, with the population as28,- 
500,000. and in 1893, with the population 
at 88,500,000, tho consumption was 69,- 
000,000 gallons, so that, per head, it was 
equal to 1.22 gallons in 1831 and in 1893 
to 1.35 gallons, the highest record being 
1,60 gallons iu 1870, since wfi'Voh the con- 
sumption has steadily diminished. 


Tho consumption o£ beer exhibits.a stcj- 


liar rise and fall. Thus, in lS61,the.amou»l 
consumed per head was 24.8 gallons, fn 
1874, 3-t gallons and in 1803, 29r'8:,g»llons, 
tho total" consumption varying ftom SO,- 
000,000 gallons in 1861 to 31,000,000 gal- 
Ions in 1S70, and 32,660,000 gallons la 
3893, the population havlng.inoreaswl JO,- 
000,000. Coming to tobacco,''in 1861, when 
the duty w?;s Ss. 1 8-13d. pcrjjouncl, the to- 
tal consumption was 3"4,000;QOO pounds, 
being equal to the,usa, pcr-head, of .19>i 
ounces. In 1863 tho duty on cigars was 
reduced from 9s. 5 4-lOd. to 6a%p«r pound, 
and the consumption then rose to 31'Ji 
ounces in 1865, to 23 ounces in 1877. 
In 


the following year, 1878, an increase ol 
4d. per pound on all tobacco was made, 
and an citr'a 2d. per pound on cigars Iq 
1879, with tho result .that nft«r than data 
the consumption fell tp.22H ounces. 


From this time it gradually recovered, 


till 1387, when, the duty on'tobacco'being 
reduced •Id. per pound and on Cigars 6d. per 
pound, tho consumption quickly rose till 
it attained to 26 ounces per head of tha 
population in 1SS3. Tho total consump- 
tion in 1S93 was 62,000,000, while in 1881 
it was 34,000,000 pounds—1. e., an in- 
crease of 28,000,000 pounds for an Increase 
In the population of 10,000,000.

up, this interesting return shows thactkere 
is n decided diminution in the demand fo? 
intoxicating stimulants, while theyt- is a 
very considerable increase in the (/emivnd 
for nonintoxicatlng stimulants, Wlncipa* 
ly tea and coffee.—London Lanoec.

pi-ow hopeful just when the disease is 
about to strike its hardest blows, and it Is 
quite possible that it is nioro frequent 
than has yet been recognized that the ap- 
proach ot fever, for example, is signaled 
by an unusual consciousness of health. "I 
have never felt so well in my life." says 
the patient, who 24 hours after is lying 
prostrate, and whose friends quote his 
statement as illustrating once more th* 
ancient and depressing belief.

There was a pretty, dark eyed pirl from 


Now York who took a trip across tho ocean 
alono and traveled partly ovor Europe. 
At ono of the consulates sho discovered a 
consul's daughter, Miss Slunk, who was 
perfecting hersolf in foreign languages in , 
order to teach them when a change in tho i 
administration should inakp a return^ to 
her native land a necessity. Tho New 
York girl took possos?iou of her, not by 
reason of a commanding manner, but by 
tho very helplessness of her position, thou- 
sands of mllos from homo, alono in a for- 
eign country,whoro sho neither understood 
tlfo language nor the customs of tho pco- 
plo.

who wanted to do somo shopping and did 
not understand tho language. 


Miss Blank had mado arrangements to 


spend somo wcuks at a villa on one of the 
Swiss lakes. Sho looked forward wi:.h 
pleasure to u holiday free from ilio thank- 
less tasks her thoughtless countrywomen 
exacted from her. But ono of a party of 
tourists was taken sick at tho hotel on tho 
day previous to that on whicli sho hud ar- 
ranged for her departure. The rest of the 
party continued on their way, requesting 
her to take caro of their friend until sho 
recovered from her illness. SUss Blank 
could not flnd it iu her heart to leave the 
girl aloao in a strange hotel with only 
servants who neither spoke nor under- 
stood a word of her language, to attend 
her. 
Therefore sho put off her own depar- 


ture for a week until the girl was able to 
bo moved, and then took her to the lake, 
whero blui nursed her back to health and 
sent her on her way to meet her friends la 
Venice. Sho carried with her several slips 
of paper on \vhlch\vas\vrltten: "My namo 
is alary Siuilh. I am an American on my 
way to Venice. 1 am traveling second 
class. 
Please show mo which is my train, 


and whicli carriage is reserved for tho la- 
dies." This Miss Blank had written in 
1'ivncb, Italian and German, and it was 
to bo shown to the guards at tho different 
stations when a change of cars was neces- 
sary. It was a long and perilous journey 
for a young girl to take alouo in a foreign 
country, and Miss Blank was exceedingly 
anxious to hear of her safe arrival. Her 
own holiday had been spoiled, but sho 
could have forgiven that if the girl she had 
befriended had had the thought fulness to 
write her a line to say she had rejoined her 
friends in safety. .But it was not until six 
liionths later that sho received a letter 
from America saying that the girl had 
jnct her friends nil right, liiifl had a charm- 
ing trip, would never forget Miss Blank's 
kindness, and wouldn't sho "please scud 
hcr'a souvenir spoon from that lovely lit- 
tlo lake village?" 


Tho summer before auother American 


girl had begged tho privilege of accom- 
panying Miss Blank to Lake Como and of 
sharing her room, as sho could not afford 
a whole room to herself. Sho was a singer, 
nnd therefore in constant fear of inking 
cold, so the windows and doors were tight- 
ly closed every night. As a consequence 
Miss Blank had a headache every day and 
was obliged to return to tho city in tho 
middle of the summer to got fresh air. 


Frequently the recipient ol' this cllsin- 
tcrestcd kindness after arriving in America 
souda her voluminous letters ot thanks aud 
places a 2 cent stamp on tho envelope. 
The receivers of these letters must pay tho 
postman from 8 to 20 cents for them. 


While on t:ds subject I may say it is a 


very common thing for Americans to send 
letters to their friends abroad with insuffi- 
cient postage. Five cents is tho proper 
tariff on aii ordinary letter, but, if It 
weighs a fraction ovor the legal wolght, 10 
cents. If the right amount is not placed 
on the letter in America thon doublo that 
amount must bo paid by the recipient. I 
remonibor receiving «• circular from a'Cin- 
cinnati carriage firm—which could not 
havo tho slightest possible interest for mo 
in Europe—with a 1 cent stamp on tho en- 
velope. I paid tho postman 17 cents for it. 
It was scaled, and as such things frequent- 
ly occur ono cannot but entertain a secret 
suspicion that they aro sealed after tlioy 
arrive in Europe. They must prove quite 
u source of income to tho different Euro- 
pean governments.—Lindsay Jurvls in 
Chicago Record.

QUIET, BUT ATTRACTIVE. 


A Good Word For tho Quaint Old CltJ of 


Brotherly I.ovo.

SO. — Whoever 


comes to tho widely extending City of 
Brotherly Lovo fresh from Chicago, Now 
York or even Boston Is sure to bo struck 
with the circumstance that tbo facts and 
tho jokes as to Philadelphia's quietude aro 
in perfect harmony. This is a quiet town. 
U lacks much oC tho rush aud roar and 
rattle of other big cities and oven of most 
small ones. As for placidity and steadi- 
ness, even Brooklyn Is not "in ic" with the 
metropolis of Pennsylvania. 


But It would bo necessary to think twice 


befofo giving it as one's judgment that 
because tbLs town is quieter than the 
others named therefore it is loss desirable. 
Certain It Is that tho Phlladolphian born 
or doniaen of long standing Is most hearty, 
though never vociferous, in tho view 
that Philadelphia is a plcnsanter and a 
better city to live in than any other on 
tho American part of the footstool, and 
that its very quiet Is one of its chief rocora- 
mondatious. Certain it is, ,too, that, de- 
Bpito tho lack of noiso and bustlo, about as 
much business is done hero in proportion 
to tho population as anywhere else; that 
tho people expend as much for amusements 
as thoso of other towns, and that in tho 
matter of cordiality to tho stranger they 
will average up well with tho inhabitants 
of any city nnywhorc. It is iilso n suro 
thiug'tliat the increased quiet in Philadel- 
phia Is accompanied by a decrease in tho 
cost of living as comparod with Now York, 
Brooklyn, Boston and probably Chicago, 
though as to tho lost named 1 am not so 
sure. 


Houso rent, food supplies of almost all 


sorts and many other things are from 10 
to 01) per cent lower than in New York, or 
oven its bettor suburbs. Pood supplies are 
lowor than anywhere within 10 or 15 miles 
of Now York"city, though why this is so 
I havo never been able to got n. satisfactory 
explanation, and the expenses of a family 
In moderate circumstances hero for tho 
same grado of life need not be moro than 
two-thirds as hi;;h as in tho metropolis of 
tho Atlantic coast. Perhaps the difference 
is oven greater than indicated by this state- 
ment, while the family whono standard of 
living is of a higher grade can maintain it 
for half or loss than h.ilf tho amount re- 
quired for the same standard in Now York. 
1 havo a friend hero whose income is about 
$10,000 a year, and ho lives on a street 
equal In all respects to Fifth avenue in 
Xuw York, entertains extensively, is "in 
tho social swim"-—in fact, keeps his horses 
and carriages, goes abroad every year and 
all that—and ho assures mo that ho is abla 
to accomplish it all well within his limit 
of expenditure. To do the eamo thing in 
Xow York would require $23,000 a year at 
least. 
,1 have another friend whose income is 


less than $2,000 u ye:u\ who bas a growing 
family of children, whoso tastes aro rofln- 
od, aud who live? with cxtromo comfort, 
voally wanting for nothing, yet who, in 
the six or seven years ho has been a resi- 
dent of Philadelphia, has paid all his bills 
promptly, got his children well started on 
tho road to education and besides has rath- 
er more than half paid for a sung and 
pleasing homo In town and not more than 
20 minutes' rldo from thp 'place of his em- 
ployment in tho heart of the city, lloro 
than that, his house is not located upon a 
freshly opened mud road, in a now "divi- 
sion," but upon a well paved, well water- 
ed, sewered streot, whcro "all tho conven- 
iences" are available and availed of. If 
his location were Xow York, and his in- 
come tho same, ho would have boon oblig- 
ed to go miles out of town to acquire such 
a homo for himself and his family as ho 
now has, nnd in order to buy it at all must 
havo located at a time distance from his 
cifiico of at least an hour and boon to dou- 
ble his present chilly traveling expense, 
while his family ami himself, even then, 
must havo gone without many of tho little 
luxuries and comforts they havo enjoyed 
all theso years. 


Compared with tho streets of Now York 


or Boston or Chicago, thoso of Philadel- 
phia- are greatly to be preferred. 
Thoy 


are cleaner and quieter, in tho busi- 
ness part of tho place at least, and that Is 
because more asphalt and loss stono block 
pavements is used. Asphalt has ono great 
drawback. It is so slippery that it is much 
mortf wearing on horseflesh, a"d another 
of which not so much has boon said—that, 
being airtight, ic has a bad effect upon 
shade trees fit tho side, but it is almost 
immeasurably easier to keep it clean and 
much heavier loads can bo hauled over it 
than over stone, no matter how carefully 
laid,. Whether or no it will eventually bo 
tho prevalent pavement, its extensive usu 
In the business streets of Philadelphia has 
nddod greatly to their attractiveness over 
those of the other big towns of the United 
States. 
Compaied with Chicago and New York, 


Philadelphia has almost no high buildings 
aside from its city hall, now noarinp com- 
pletion after a score of years of more or less 
steady work. So true is this that buildings 
of six or fioven stories seem lofty, and thoso 
of eight or nine look almost Alpine, rising-, 
as they do, from 40 to 00 feet above their 
neighbors. The city hall and onoor two 10 
and 12 story structures not very far from 
it remind tho visitor of towering Hima- 
layan peaks in a mazo of low foothills. 


'Tho trolley system of Philadelphia is 


puzzling to the utranger, but so aro thoso 
Of most big towns. Quito as novel as the 
trolloys are puzzling are tho big 'two story 
buses, with roofed hurricane decks, reach- 
ed by winding stairways. 
Thoso buses 


traverse somo of tho cross streets, and it 
strikes the transient ear most strangely 
when tho conductor of bus or car, being 
asked for what would elsewhere bo toruiod 
a "transfer" to tho car or bus of somo oth- 
er lice, explains that what is wanted is ft 
"puss."

Flooding and Furrows Arc Most 


Practiced at tbo West* 


.A -writer in American Gardening 


groups the methods of irrigating land 
into threo classes — flooding, furrows and 
subirrigating. As the first two are more 
commonly employed at tho -west, what 
-ti;o writer says under these heads will be 
•hero reproduced. He says concerning 
flooding: 


For grain fields and alfalfa' meadows 


the water is spread out in a thin sheet 
over the entire surface. It is taken from

fonrtlis of an acre "by means of furrows, 
tat if there is considerable slope it may 
be terraced or the chocks may be nar- 
row, with a bank at 'the lower side to 
bold back the water.

In Colorado it is estimated that the 


duty of water, or the amount that a 
stream of -water flowing at tho rato of 
one cubic foot per secoud will irrigate, 
is from 50 to 80 acres, but in somo parts 
of California it seems to bo several 
times this alter the first season. As a 
rule, from two to threo waterings in a 
season aro given. 


For such crops ns aro worked by the 


horse the water is applied in furrows be- 
tween the rows, but if tho land is level 
and the crops aro hand worked it is 
thrown up into beds from 15 to 30 foot 
wide, along tho crests of which tho wa- 
ter is carried in shallow trendies, over 
the edges of which it runs and soaks in- 
to tho soil. Any surplus water passes in- 
to tho dead furrows between tho beds, 
by whicli it is carried off. A similar 
method is used for irrigating orchards 
and small fruit plantations, the water 
being carried in trenches between alter- 
nate rows of trees, to each of which 
a branch, trench loads, the water be- 
ing allowed to soak into tho ground tho 
best it can, or checks aro forced by 
throwing up ridges around tho trees, in- 
to which tho water is admitted. 


Stato Bonndaricft. 


In tbo wake of tho proposal to read- 


just tho boundaries of states and terri- 
tories in tho arid belt on the lines of wa- 
tersheds instead of in tho meridians nnd 
parallels of latitude comes a proposal 
from tho mining regions of Minnesota, 
Wisconsin and Michigan for new bound- 
aries. Tho proposal maclo by the people 
of the mining regions is to form a new 
state from the portions of the three states 
mentioned which border on Lake Supe- 
rior. They claim, that their interests 
woult! be far moro identical than under 
tho present boundaries owing to the fact 
thut tho country designated is almost if 
not entirely mining and timber land 
while tho rest oi the territory of tho 
threo states is largely devoted to agri- 
cultural and manufacturing pursuits. 
Western Rural says that if they succeed 
in persuading tho three state legislatures 
to submit to the division the new state 
will bo called Superior with Duluth for 
capital 


Corn Cnltnro. 


The experiments of Professors King 


of tho Wisconsin and Hays of tho Da- 
kota stations go to s'rfow conclusively 
that on good corn soil the depth of lie 
plowing hurt nothing to do with the root 
habits of corn. It appears to have been 
proved that tho artificial hill is of no in- 
fluence, save to assist in drying out soil 
that is, as a rule, quite- dry enough for 
the full growth ol1 the plant. When one 
understands the habits of corn rooting, 
bo will readily sco that flat culture, and 
inducing tho largo feeding roots to de- 
velop in the surface soil and send tho 
feeders down into tho deep soil from 
them, is the natural way, and that root 
pruning is not best, even in years of full 
average rainfall 


In Time of Drought. 


Professor Boberts makes the point 


that stirring the upper part of tho soil 
in a dry time is better than a mulch to 
preserve moisture, because cultivation 
tends to keep the roots below the stirred 
soil, while a mulch draws the roots to 
the surface—not a good pJaco for them. 
He mentions the effect of cultivation in 
dry seasons in California, whore they 
havo no rain from May till September. 
Yet in orchards and vineyards ho saw 
the top soil 'as dry nnd fine as an ash 
heap, but one could 'kick away this dust 
and find moisture three or four inches 
beneath the surface.

SOME PLOW POINTS. 


Presented by Rnrol Now Yorker and Ko- 


Intlns to Sulky and Common Plows. 
A plow is a three sided wedge. Tho 


power necessary to drive it through tho 
soil (the draft) depends upon the shape 
of tie wedge (the amount of twist in 
the moldboard), tho size of the chunk 
to be split (the depth of the furrow) and 
the kind and condition'of soil. Thefric- 
tion on tho moldboard is equal to that 
on both bottom and land side. Tho fric- 
tion, on tho moldboard cannot be avoid- 
ed or lessened beyond having tho steel 
as hard and smooth as possible, bat the 
friction on the bottom and land side can 
be largely done away with by hanging 
the plow on wheels and having all the 
bottom and side pressure carried cm 
greased spindles. This is done in proper- 
ly constructed and properly managed 
sulky plows, and thus one-half the draft 
is lessened. 


In common hand plows the bottom 


pressure or friction may be lessened by 
getting the team as near the plow as 
possible. It is true that the longer the 
traces the steadier the plow will run, 
but if the land side and point aro long 
we may get the team back where they 
can do a good deal of lifting sud still 
have tho plow run steadily. We should 
choose a hand plow with a short beam 
and a long bottom, in sulky plows one 
which is so arranged that both the bot- 
tom and side pressure is carried on 
wheels. 


The harder the moJdboard of a plow 


the easier it will "scour,"' and the less 
friction there will be. Also the onsier 
will it break if there are solid stones to 
be encountered. Tho same may ba said 
o£ plowshares. 


When steel shares ore used, and no 


stones are found, it is well to have the 
shares tempered hard by heating to dull 
red after sharpening and plunging in 
water. If there aro stones in the land, 
tho shares should bo softened by being 
allowed to cool slowly after sharpening. 
They will then be so soft that when they 
become dulled or battered by running 
against stones they may be sharpened 
in the field by drawing out with a ham- 
mer and hand anvil

A Monument to Be Erected to the Mem. 


ory of Francis Scon Key. 
[Special Correspondence.] 


BALTIMORE, May 20.—Visitors entering 


tho cemetery at Frederick' City, Md., no- 
tine a well worn path leading to tho center 
of tho grounds, whore a tall flagpole stands, 
from which usually floats a large Ameri-. 
can flag. Near its base are the humbly 
marked graves of Francis Scott-Key and 
Mary Tayloe Key, his wife. 
It may not bo generally known, but the 


author of "Tho Star Spangled Banner" 
formerly lived near this place, at Pipe 
Crook. 


While Francis Scott Key wrote and pub- 


lished a volume of poems his fatoo will rest 
secure on the merits of tho one matchless 
national hymn with which his name will 
bo forevor associated. 


On the 13th of September, 1814, Francis 


Scott Key visited the British fleet, off Fort 
McHonry, near Baltimore, to arrange for 
an exchange of prisoners and was detained 
for a time, lest he should report the prepa- 
rations then in progress for an attack 
upon the fort, 
The "bombs bursting in 


air" which ho saw that night gave'him 
Inspiration to compose tha poem which 
has done more to awaken true patriotism 
thttn any other which has yet been writtea. 


Since "his death, in 18-13, little has been | 


done to honor his memory. Several years 
ago—about I860—an association was-form- 


THJ3 FBAXCIS SCOTT KEY SHAVES, 


od .it Frederick, Md., to collect funds and 
erect a suitable monument, but the ap- 
proaching civil war prevented its accom- 
plishment. Tho funds then collected were 
carefully preserved, however, and in 1894 
the Key llomimcnt association was reor- 
ganized, and active measures were adopted 
for -tho early completion of this long de- 
layed tribute to the memory of the loved 
poet.

A Simple Formula. 


For that very largo class of people 


who use the bordeaux mixture on a very 
small scale a simple and easily remem- 
bered formula is a boon. 
Sndi a one is 


given by Thomas Greiner in The Farm 
and Fireside: One pound of copper sul- 
phate, 1 pound of lime, 10 gallons of 
water. Dissolve tbo copper, slake the 
lime and mako tho mixture in the same 
way as for larger quantities. Just pour 
tho milk or cream of lime into the cop- 
per solution, stirring the mixture well 
all tbe time. If the lime is fresh, this 
formula provides for plenty of it, and 
the whole is just about of proper 
strength. There will be some gritty sed- 
iment in tbe lime. Tbis we do not want, 
as it would clog the nozzle badly while 
spraying, so retain as much of this sed- 
iment as possible when pouring the lime 
into tho copper solution. Finally strain 
tho whole mixture. Just suspend a bag 
made of a piece of old fertilizer suck or 
of similar coarso cloth over or into the 
barrel that you wisb to fill with the 
mixture and pear it in nud through tlio 
simple strainer. 


Soillnz Bod Clover. 


For stall feeding in summer red clo- 


vei-, by itself, is probably bettor than any 
other fodder. It is an excellent crop_to 
feed to dairy cows, yielding a large milk 
flow. Where it can be used green iu this 
way, as a soiling crop, it gives the befit 
returns. Green clover contains SO per 
cent of water, while good hay has only 
1G par cent. It thus takes over four tons 
of grass to malco ono touof hay. Thero is 
always more or less loss in making it into 
hay. The leaves form about one-fifth of 
tbe whole produce, and aro tho most nu- 
tritive part of tho plant. Weight for 
weight the leaves have about threo times 
as much albumen as tho stem. They 
really form about one-third of the whole 
value of the crop. Tbo leaves readily 
break and fall off during haymaking, 
and thus much of tho value of the crop 
may be lost. When used for soiling, cut- 
ting should begin very early, and may 
bo continued till late haying.—Prairie 
Farmer.

Groat Vulne 01 


The experiments of Kansas and Ne- 


braska farmers, as reported from the 
stato stations, givo conclusive evidence 
of tbe great value of alfalfa for these 
two states. The report on its culture 
in Kansas, compiled by Secretary Co- 
burn of the state board of agriculture, 
gives the successful experience of many 
farmers ia that state, Tho experiment 
station in Nebraska has been collecting 
information concerning this crop in that 
stato. It is said all the reports received 
speak well of alfalfa, which is grown in 
nearly SO counties of the state. It bus 
been most successful in tho southwestern 
comities. 


Swoct Potato Culture. 


The time for transplanting as far 


north as New Jersey is tho latter part of 
May for the main crop, although for 
very early potatoes from the 1st to 15tb 
somo transplanting is done. The length 
of time to mako the crop is usually 
placed at 90 days. The best soil is a 
warm, sandy, well drained and some- 
what dry soil, and light loams are also 
suitable. Planting is usually done in 
rows 8K feot- apart, with 18 inches be- 
tween die plants. When grown in checks, 
the .distance is usually 30 by 30 molies, j equally d«oll«.

S., was favored with i;uch an example, and 
It was of such a curious nature that it do- 
serves to bo retold. Ono day while hunting 
up specimens close to Bahia-B!anca, near 
Capo Corrientes, In the Argentine Repub- 
lic, his attention was drawn to a peculiar 
duet of hissing anil grunting, as if a big 
snake and a bog were in encounter. But 
It was not so. A small black snako, proba- 
bly threo feet loug, was coiled up oil a 
stono a short distance away. Suddenly n 
hairy armadiUo appeared on the scene nnd 
trotted directly toward tho snako. 


It was tliou the hissing and snorting be- 


gan. 
But the snake, in apparent terror, 


at once began to glide away. Instantly 
tbo armadillo rushed toward it and squat- 
tod upon the snako's body, the sharp slicll- 
llko body covering holding the reptile 
tightly while tlio process of killing it went 
on.It happened in this way: Tho armadillo 
at onco set to work to kill or benumb his 
victim. Ho swayed his body backward and 
forward and sideways "with a regular 
sawing motion," tluislacoratingthe snako 
at awry movement with the keen edges of 
his bony covering. Tho little suake strug- 
gled to be free and bit savagely nt its ag- 
gressor, but the bites mode no impression, 
and vory soon tbe poor rupl,ll>> gave up the 
unequal coutcst, aud when the armadillo 
consod bis seesaw motion tlio snako was 
dead and "very nuich mangled." 


Tbo armadillo at onca began to feed 


upon his dead victim. Ho took the tall in 
his mouth and slowly progressed toward 
tho head; but, finding that about one- 
third of the snako sufficed his appocilx), he 
left tho remainder and trotted away. Tho 
peculiarity of this performance vvas that a 
moment afterward the naturalists could 
flnd no trace of tho urniadillo.

Rcdomoittlcfttlon of the Elephant. 


Tho European "elephant herd" is, gen- 


erally spaaking, tho property of tho largo 
circus owners, and thoso prefer tho Indian 
elephant, whicli they al-logeto bomorodoc- 
llo, aud moro reliable for their purposes, 
than tlio African species. Tho trainers say 
that tho latter havo bad memories, and 
that this makes them uncertain performers 
in thu ring. 
It has boon recently pointed out that 


thLs lack of memory, or perhaps of brain 
power, ia tho African, when compared 
with tho Indian species, may possibly ha 
accounted for by tho descent of tho former 
from tho mastodon, an earlier oxtlnct typo 
than tho mammoth. Tho teeth of tho Af- 
rican elephant correspond with thoso of 
tho mastodon, while In tho Indian ele- 
phant they aro analogous to those oi tho 
moro recent mammoth. Whon kept in Eng- 
land, the African seems to havo loss ru- 
speet for "humans" than the Asiatic aud 
Is less trusted by its keepers, who seem to 
look upon it as unsafo. But Is this only ft 
comparative estimate of a creature judjred 
by tho side of ono which has long held tlio 
first plsco among domesticated boasts of 
burden? Dr. Solat«r, who has summarized 
the general sxporiunco of the Zoological 
society for nearly 00 years, gave it as his 
opinion that they are quite as Intelligent 
as the.Indian spooios, though porhupfl not

In making a stained glass window much, 


moro labor and artistic judgment aro in- 
volved than might bo supposed. 
Though 


tho work is largely mechanical after tho 
artist's drawing is supplied, yet it is of such 
a nature that every workman employed in 
tho process must have a rate eye for color 
and great accuracy of judgment. The first 
step in making a picture window is the 
water color drawing 'of tho artist, setting 
forth the design, colors and general effect. 
From this is made a black and white draw- 
Ing of the samo size as the window is in- 
tended to bo. Any errors in drawing be- 
come immediately apparent w-hen the wa- 
ter color picture is enlarged, tho necessary 
corrections being made before anything 


i more is done. 


After tho large drawing is approved it is 


laid flat upon two sheets of brown paper 
with ordinary carbon tracing paper laid 
between each sheet.' A duplicate tracing 
Is then made by running a little wheel over 
the outlines of the picture. 
Ono of the 


traaings is cut up as a pattern for the glass 
cutters. This is done by an ingenious toot 
called a three legged scissors, which, when 
cutting, removes a strip of paper of the 
same width as the lead which will separate 
the fragments of glass when tho window 
Is built up. 
Tho paper patterns are then 


pasted on » sheet of glass in tho same po- 
sitions as tlio pieces of glass will occupy 
when they ;tro bound together by the lead 
strips. 


Kow comes tho most critical part of the 


whole operation. 
With ulio water color 


drawing as a guide, the glass cutter has to 
substitute for tho paper patterns tlio pieces 
of glass which will form the window. As ho 
selects the particular color which is called 
for by the water color sketch for each pa- 
,er pattern he strips off the paper and sub- 
titutcs the slass.

this may bo appreciated when thu great 
number of tints used ::n staiued glass win- 
dows is considered. In the fine mosaic 
work which is seen to such perfection in 
the Vatican at Rome no less than 20,000 
different tints are used. Of course nothing 
like that number is employed in modem 
picture windows, but the various shades 
ore so numerous that an accurate eye is 
necessary to discriminate between them 
and to use them with judgment. 


The cutter engaged iu choosing and -out- 


ting the glass has sometimes to pick over 


tt ton or more of glass before ho arrives at 
» piece suitable for some particular tint. 
By doubling a pieceo£ glassor putting ono 
color behind another effects aro often ob- 
tained which it would be impossible to 
produce with a single piece of glass. 
The 


glass may bo superficially stained or the 
color may be incorporated while the molten 
glass is still in the crucible. In America 
the homogeneous colored glo.ss is generally 
usud, while in Europe the stained glass is 
almost entirely employed. In the homo- 
"er.eous glass me'idsacd their different os- 
iilris are used for coloring. As many as 17 
different ingredients are used to obtain 
some delicate shades. 


The most expensive tint Is ruby, to ob- 


tain which gold is employed. 
The excel- 


lence in color of the antique stained glass 
windows has been found to bo largely due 
to tho imperfections in the glass which 
was manufactured at that time. 
Modern 


glass is too smooth and clear for stained 
glass work, because it transmits thu light 
too evenly and consequently does not give 
a good color effect. 
To remedy this glass 


for stained windows is now made purpose- 
ly of rou-h and uneven texture. 
Tho col- 


ors blend together better and give a more 
brilli-mt effect when tho surface of tho 
glass is rough and full of m!.nute blow 
holes. 


When the glass cutter has selected his 


different tints' and cut the pieces of glass 
to correspond with the paper patterns, they 
are placed in the position they will eventu- 
ally occupy. To accomplish this the hith- 
erto uafiissccted tracing is laid on o sheet 
of "Inss, and tho outlines of the picture are 
pali.it.od on tho glass. The glass fragments 
aro then placed in position by means o£ 
these outlines. Whoa this is done, the glass 
is taken iuto the soldering room, and the 
pi-cos are bound together by meaus of 
double grooved strips of lead. This solder- 
ing process is a delicate one, because tho 
lead lines themselves are rolled upou to 
givo some of the general effect. Xo means 
have yet been discovered of staining glass 
so that a satisfactory flesh tint will be ob- 
tained. All tho faces, hands and other 
flesh parts of thu body are cut in white 
opalescent glass and then painted. 
While 


the artist is painting the flesh parts tho 
window is mounted iu a rough frame, and 
all tho light is cut off exctipt that which 
illuminates tho piece o£ opalescent glass to 
be painted. 


The effect is - cstremely odd when ono 


enters a studio where several beads are bo- 
ing painted. All round the dark room may 
bo seeu faces staring out iu luminous re- 
lief against a dark background. H ore and 
there a ghostly arm is outstretched or a 
mysterious bund suspended in midair. 
When tho eyes gut used 10 the darkness, 
the artists and .many of thu surrounding 
objects become visible, and much of tho 
uiicanuy effect disappears. 


There are some special products of re- 


cent invention which aro of great service 
in obtaining effects, which it is almost im- 
possible to produce by varying depths of 
color. Among theso is the so called "dra- 
pery glass." It is mado by crumbling up 
the'glass whoa hot by a special tool until i 
it looks like a piece oi drapery. 
When al- i 


lowed to cool, it remains iu this condition 
and prtsents a luminous representation o( 
drapery (when placed in a window), which 
is surprisingly natural. Feathers aro also 
mado by a similar process for use iu the 
wings of angels and are equally lifehi;o 
when illuminated from behind. — Sew 
York Tribune.

Now, with a furn.ice and excel- 


lent ranges, the opor. fireplace has been 
neglected and only within the past few 
years has been brought forward to do duty 
again and cheer the homo life. 
Tho best 


open fireplace is built of good, honest, sim- 
ple brick, mado of fire clay; such will last ! 
generations, and when properly construct- ; 
ed can bo easily repaired or rebuilt.

Every miison thinks lie can build a fire- 


place that c.in draw. Experience -says only 
ono in a hundred can; hence tho majority 
arc a failure, except for smoking purposes. 
I have taught many how to do it success- 
fully, and whenever a how man builds one 
I find it best t-o stand by him and keep him 
straight. Only by-doing so can I insure a 
successful issue. The secrets in building 
fireplaces are a proper sized flue propor- 
tionate to arm of fireplace, tho beveling of 
top hivlf of back forward, and placing over 
the back, a few inches above tho opcrmig, 
n damper shelf to contract tho throat area 
to nearly that of the flue. 
Theso things 


properly done, the flue clear, separate to 
top and proper height over the roof, tho 
guarKutee cau be Issued. If nil houses had 
at least one Areplnce on the chamber floor, 
It would be found, in cnso of sickness, a 
means of puriflcatliiin of the air, making it 
an important part, of every home. Do I 
like corner fireplaces? Most assuredly I 
do, having planned hundreds of • them. 
They aro good, for saving space, and in 
many cases enable ono- chimney to do the 
duty of two. 
Tho corner fireplace is al- 


ways out of the way of doors and furni- 
ture, and the Cre sheds a glow over tin 
room.
